Beview of tl- e Legal Points as De- 
termined in a Strictly Analasjons 
Case-The Prtaes in tne first 
Drawing—Etc.

State are combating the apheme on high 
moral grounds. This ground is hardly 
enable on the part of public journals 
hat have no fault to find with the law 
hich licenses the dealing of banking 


game of high and low degree. 
A lottery 


s quite as respectable as n faro game, 
The constitutional objection may pos- 
ibly be sustained, though even this is a 
doubtful question. The Constitution of 
jur State says in substance that lotteries 
ihall be prohibited. 
The language of 


he provision was copied bodily from 
he California Constitution without de- 
bate in the Convention. 
The debates 


n the California Constitutional Couven- 
;ion show that the idea was simply to 
prohibit the State, as a State from deal- 
ag lotteries as a means of raising reve- 
nue. Nothing was oaid about denying 
to individuals the right. 
But tho Ne- 


vada scheme does not claim to be n lot 
tery. It is called a gift concert. Fivi 
of these coucerts have been authorizec 
by law. The Governor and other lead 
ing officials and citizens of the* State wil 
supervise all of the entertainments am 
drawings. The State is to have $250, 
000 from the five concerts, or $50,000 
from each.

[Approved February 26. 1881.] 


The people of the State of Nevada, 
epresented in Senate and Assembly, do 
nact as follows: 


SECTION 1. From nnd a/ter the pas- 


age of this Act the Deputy County Re- 
order, and Deputy County Clerk, and 
he jailor of the se'veral counties (appli- 
lable to this Act as hereinafter stated) 
ihall receive a monthly compensation in 
he sum of one hundred dollars each for 
heir services so rendered, respectively; 
>rovided, the provisions of this Act 
shall be applicable only to counties of 
his State polling not less than sixteen 
mndred nor more than two thousand 
otes at any general election held in this 
State.

in tho business of the road from year to 
year since the date of its construction, 
and the first quarter of the present 
year, which is always the dull season, 
shows a very marked increase over 
the corresponding period of lasfc year, 
which is not only encouraging to the 
Railroad Company, but will be to the 
public generally, as it is a positive in- 
dication of business growth and popula- 
tion in the region of country for which 
the road is the carrier of freights and 
passengers. The financial condition of 
the company, is as ia shown by the 
reports will be gratifying to stockhold- 
ers, as will be seen that beside the pay- 
ment of the current expenses, it has 
been possible to make important im- 
provements upon the read, to reduce 
the floating debt to a nominal figure, 
and meet the annual interest of $20,000 
on the bonded indebtedness of $250,- 
000. This is doing very well for a little 
railroad only 23 miles in length, the 
business of which is local, and embrac- 
ing not two-thirds of the county. As it

Tho railroad 'when 
first opened was regarded as a doubtful 
enterprise'; not justified by population 
or business, and me that would result 
in loss aud disaster to its stockholders. 
But such has not been the casu, but on 
the contrary the road has increased its 
business every year, and as its commu- 
nications are extended, as they should 
bo, will become au excellent paying 
property, aud fully justily tho expecta- 
tions of our citizens whu built tb<; road 
with their owu moneys without any 
adventitious aids in the way of subsi- 
dies or lands from any source.

appropriations made by the third ses- 
sion of the Forty-sixth 
Congress for 


1881-82 has just been prepared by Mr. 
Robert J. Stevens, chief clerk of the 
House Committee on Appropriations. 
This statement givss a history of each 
of the fourteen regular appropriation 
bills, from the time it was reported to 
the House until it became a law. The 
grand total of the appropriations is 
$193.241.391. This does not include 
the deficiencies for the remainder of 
the present fiscal year, amounting to 
$23,561,391, nor miscellaneous appro- 
priations, amounting to about $1,000,-

This amount is $4,839,249 less than the 
estimates. The largest bill is the Peu^ 
sion bill, which appropriates $68,282,'

N ACT AMENDATORY OF 
and Supplementary to an act 
entitled "An Act to Create a 
Board of County Commissioner* 
In the Several Counties of This 
State and to Define Their Du- 
ties and Powers/* 


The People of the State of Nevada, represented 


In Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SKCTION 1, Sect ton 4 of Raid Act ia hereby 


amended HO as to read as follows: "Hection 4. If 
at *ny time after the final adjournment of a rejnilar 
me* ting the business of the County shall require 
a meeting of the Board, a special meeting of the 
same may be ordered by iny member of the 
Board The order Rtwll be entered ontlierecords 
of the Board, and the Clark shall give notice of 
such special meeting and the time thereof to any 
member of the Board not joining in the ordor " 


SECTION 2. No Bounty Commissioner in this 


•Jtate shall have power or privilege 10 mahe any 
adv nee to any indigent, or infirm, or other per- 
son or persons, except the sick, ae a charity, un- 
der any pretext whatever, of any money, credit, 
sfcurity merchandise, or other valuable, until 
the same shall have been passed upon and 
allowed at a meeting of the Board. 


SECTION- H. No 
County 
'ommissioncr, or 


Board of County Commissioners, iu this State 
shall have power to make any appropriation or 
payment of any money, merchandise, or other 
valuable, to any indigent poor, Infirm, or other 
person or persons, except the sick, aa a charity, 
until the same shall have been previously re 
commanded as necessary by two or more prop 
erty taxpayers of the county.

poor, infirm or sick person • r pureouB, filial"! be 
allowed or paid. nnleHs presented and authorized 
as provided in Hections 3 »nd 4 of thif Act 


SECTION 6. It shall be tho duty of the Board 


of County Commissioners to keep on flle in the 
County Clerk's office all recommendations men- 
tioned In Sections 3 and 4 of this Act and the 
same shall be open to Inspection to any resident 
of the county. 


SECTION 1. If the Board of CommiiBioners in 


any county in this State, or any member of any 
Board, shall violate any provisions o!" this Act. 
such member shall be deemed Rullty of a misde 
meanor, and OD conviction thereof shall be fined 
in any sum not exceeding one hundred dollars or 
less than fifty dollars, and shall be liable for 
any loss, damage or expense sustained by the 
county in consequence of such violation.
